Is hospitals’ merger on? 


However, petitions circulated throughout 
the area in an effort to “keep the hospital in 
Carbondale.” 

Carbondale city council went on record to 
keep the hospitals from moving outside the 
city. 

It was reported that late in 1979, St. 
Joseph's board approved the Powell site, but 
the Carbondale General Hospital board did 
not. 

Meetings were held to reconcile the 
differences. 

At the same time, officials of the two city 
hospitals continued to say that the merger 
was still on. 

As recently as August, officials of the two 
hospitals told the MIRROR that the merger 
was not off.

Fire area, one in Fell and Greenfield town¬ 
ships — the Powell property, and one on 
U.S. Route 6 in Mayfield — the Tomaine 
property. 

Covered in the site evaluation study were: 
site locations, patient origin and public 
transportation, and site selection 
parameters. 

Each of the three sites was evaluated by 
these factors: site features, zoning, utilities, 
subsurface conditions, environmental con¬ 
ditions, prime development parcel and 
related costs. 

The study was conducted by Burkavage- 
Evans Associates, architects and engineers. 

Prior to the public release of the site study, 
it was said around town that the Powell site, 
located on Route 106, outside the city was 
the favored site. 

Denials were given that this was not the 
case; that no site had been chosen. 


Last week St. Joseph’s Hospital, Carbon¬ 
dale, announced that it has plans for 
expanding its medical facility located on 
Carbondale’s East Side. (See story above) 

However, for the past several years the 
word locally had been merger for the two 
city hospitals. 

It was in the middle of June, 1978, that 
Carbondale General Hospital and St. 
Joseph's Hospital, Carbondale, held a joint 
news conference to announce that a memo¬ 
randum of understanding had been signed 
by officials of the two city hospitals. 

This was to be the first step in the eventual 
merger of the two medical facilities. 

By 1980 an architect's drawing of the pro¬ 
posed new facility was released and a site 
evaluation study was drawn up by the Joint 
Hospital Steering Committee. 

That site evaluation study covered three 
sites: one in Carbondale’s West Side Mine

The most modern, state-of-the-art record 
and tape manufacturing facility in the Uni¬ 
ted States was dedicated on Oct. 17 by WEA 
Manufacturing. The new facility. Specialty 
Records Corporation, is a 250.000-square 
foot plant located in the Mid-Valley Indus¬ 
trial Park in Olyphant. Specialty is a div¬ 
ision of WEA Manufacturing Inc., a 
subsidiary of Warner Communications Inc. 

The ceremonies were attended by officials
